GREAT FIRE IN-NEW YORK. 


|' New York, Jan, 17,—A fire. broke out 


‘this oyening, at 62 Worth-atreet, and apread 
rapidly. The flames wero first seon on the 
third floor, and, before“the firemen could 
get fairly to work, spread to 68 Worth 
street, and in a short time tho buildings 
right through to Thomas street were in a 
blaze, There was some difficulty at first 
in getting water, but in a short time a large 


number, of streams were poured on the].

Second snd third alarms were sent out, 
and ‘ten engimes were soonat work on 
Worth street and five on Thomas street.

They were not a moment too soon, for just 
as the last man escaped the floor gave way 
with a crash, and the flames burst out on 
both sides.
